Certainly in County Dublin no yoter who 
tries to secure the return of Major Cooper 
and Mr. Good will weaken the forces of 
order and progress—but County Dublin is 
an exceptional constituency. Throughout 
the country, as a general rule, the 
educated electorate will support the 
Government party's candidates, because, 
in supporting them, it will support the 
State. ( 

s While we shall not seek to advise our 
readers, we feel that many of them may 
need a warning. They may faill to vote 
to-morrow, not because they are stupid, 
but because, absorbed in professional or 
domestic duties, they have ignored the 
existence of danger. Believing that there 
is no danger, they may refuse to vote for 
one of two reasons—sheer apathy or the 
gratification of personal feeling. For in- 
stance, there are thousands of excellent 
citizens who never have become reconciled 
to the loss of the Union and cherish a 
dislike of a régime which they continue 
to identify with some dreadful incidents 
in recent eve There are many, too, 
who have taken particular offence at 


| certain acts of the Government and certain 


words of its Ministers—and who can deny 
that the Government and its Ministers 
have done and said arbitrary and foolish 
things? Some voters hate the Govern- 
ment’s policy of tariffs; others, its bleak 
attitude to Northern Ireland; others, its 
lingering suspicion of British influence 
and British emblems; others—and these 
a large majority of the conservative elec- 
torate—its compulsory propagation of the 
Irish language. Again, Ministers too often 
have wounded déep, and even sacred, con- 
victions by bigoted or thoughtless speech. 
Mr. O’Higgins has made this mistake in 
one flagrant instance, and minor persons 
have been constant offenders. All these 
things rankle, and once in five years the 
aggrieved citizen has an opportunity to 
show his tesentment. If he believes that 
he can show such resentment without in- 
jury to the State or to his personal in- 
terests, it may take the shape of a refusal 
to vote. i 

To all our readers who may propose to 
ehjoy to-morrow the lurary of resentment, 
by a refusal to vote, we offer an urgent 
warning. We tell them that the Free 
State—which carries their own and their 
children’s welfare—is in real and imminent 
danger. The Government's success is 
threatened in two ways—by the multi- 
plicity of contending parties and by 
electoral apathy. The Republican candi- 
dates, on the other, hand, will bring every 
Republican yoter to the polls. If ths 
Government is not returned to office with 
a sufficient majority, all the constructive 
work of the last five years will be undone, 
and the country will be plunged once 
more into misery and tumult. If that 
dire result is achieved, every elector— 
man or woman, former Unionist or former 
| Nationalist—who has refused to vote will 
| have made a personal contribution to it. 
This is no moment, therefore, for the 
‘indulgence of grievances as an excuse for 
apathy. We deplored Mr, O’Higgins’s 
speech on the War Memorial, but he has 
done splendid service to the State, and 
his defeat at the polls to-morrow would 
be. national calamity. We have de- 
nounced the Government’s policy of com- 
pulsory Irish, and we are surprised and 
disappointed that in Dublin University— 
the constituency from which the people 
expected a lead, and from which a lead 
safely could have been given—the three 
senior candidates have shirked this issue. 
We believe, however, that ho elector ought 
to withhold a vote on such account in 
any constituency where the loss of that 
vote might involve a victory for the forces 
of chaos. May we suggest that during

Athens and Bloomsbuty. | 


London has few more wonderful 
treasures to display to the admiring 
traveller than the Elgin marbles that are 
preserved in the British Museum. Here 
is the work of Pheidias’s chisel, excelling 
the rest of the world’s sculpturé in beauty 
and in interest, In a letter to The Times, 
published yesterday, an appeal is made 
for the return of a portion of this treasure 
of art to Greece: The writer ‘of the 
letter is M. Alexandros’ Philadelpheus, 
“former Director of the Acropolis. and 
Ephorus of the Antiquities of Attica; 
Director of the Excavations of Nicopolis 
and Sicyon.”’. He recalls the fact that 
Lord Elgin; after that bombardment which 
wrought so much havoc among the noblest 
remnants of antiquity, not merely brought 
from Greece the ornaments of . the 
Parthenon, but removed one of the six 
Caryatides and one of the six Ionic 
columns of the Erechtheum—portions of 
the very fabric of the building. As for 
the sculptures—those mighty figures of 
goddesses and heroes which are wrought so 
splendidly that it seems as if the living 
figures of mythology suddenly had’ been 
petrified—M, Philadelpheus © recognises 
that an appeal for their return must be 
idle and fruitless, although he believes 


that some day the restored temple. of: 


Athene itself will plead for them: | ‘The 
Caryatid and the column, however, 
hardly would be missed from Bloomsbury. 
They are not unique. Their return to 
Athens, on the other hand, would restore 
the symmetry of the Brechtheum and would 
remove doubts as to its structural stability.

The Cotton Industry. 


Lancashire this week is celebrating the 
centenary of the death of Samuel Cromp- 
ton, the inventor of the spinning mule. 
It is considefed that Crompton’s mule 
was chiefly responsible for the uprise of 
the great English cotton industry. With 
the mechanical mule English industry suc- 
ceeded in surpassing Oriehtal workman- 
ship. The result was the translation from 
Asia to Europe of the great bulk of the 
world’s cotton industry. No more. con- 
vincing example could be adduced to sup- 
port the principle that the rise and fall of 
nations is governed by the rise and fall of 
inventive genius. The enormous wealth 
and dense population of industrial Lan- 
cashire, and the consequent decline of the 
unprogressive East, sprang from an enter- 
prising adjustment of wheels and spindles. 
India still manufactures a substantial 
quantity of cotton cloth, but now new 
competition assails the Indian mills from 
Japan. Yesterday a report of the Indian 
Tariff Board on av application by mill- 
owners of Bombay for protection for their 
industry was published. The Board re- 
commended the institution of a bounty on 
yarn spun in India and of an increased 
import duty on imported cotton wear. 
These recommendations’ were rejected by 
the Government of India on the ground 
that an industry of such long standing 
ought not to require assistance in its com- 
petitive operations at the expense of the 
taxpayer. The Government, however, pro- 
poses to introduce legislation for the re- 
moval of duty on machinery and materials 
imported into India for use in the textile 
industry—a measure which, while. not giv- 
ing the millowners the privileges of pro- 


tection, will lighten their burdens and 


help them to help themselves. :

NEW KNIGHT OF 
ST, PATRICK. 
HONOUR CONFERRED ON 
PRINCE OF WALES. 

Last night’s issue of the London’ Gazette 
announces that the King has created the 
Prince. of: Wales to be a Knight of the 

Order of St. Patrick. 

The Press Association states that, apart 
from the rank of ‘the recipient, the con- 
ferment of the honour is of exceptional 
interest.”

This is the first creation of a Knight

TWO SATLORS SWEPT 


OVERBOARD. 

The German full-rigged ship Grief ar- 
rived at Falmouth yesterday, when the 
captain reported having lost two of the 
crew on the voyage from Port Pirie in 
March, when the ship met with a hurri- 
cane, which raged for four days. 

Tremendous seas struck the ship, 
smashing two lifeboats, carrying away a 
portion of the bulwarks and twelve 
stanchions, and washing everything 
movable off the decks. 

Two of the boats were hurled sixty 
yards. An avalanche of water carried 
away one of the lifeboats, which struck a 
young seaman, aged 17. He was knocked 
overboard and drowned.
